The area of the country is 176,800 
square miles, exclusive of the Al- 
gerian Sahara. 

The country is divided into three 
districts, Algiers, Oran, and Con- 
stantine. The country as a whole 
is mountainous, and rivers are nu- 
merous. In this very hot country 
there are many parts of the coast 
where the climate is so healthy that 
Algeria is now a winter resort for 
invalids. 

The chief products are wheat, 
barley, oats, tobacco, cotton, wine, 
silk, and fabrics. The agriculture 
suffers considerable from the rav- 
ages of the locusts. Algeria also 
possesses valuable mining deposits. 
The chief towns are Algiers, 
Oran, Constantine, Bona, and Tlem- 
cen. 

The principal native races in- 
habiting this country now are the 
Arabs, and Berbers. The Arabs, 
however, are nomads, living in 
tents and traveling from place to 
place, doing a little agricultural 
work. The Berbers are the original 
inhabitants, and speak their own 
language, but use Arabic char- 
acters in writing. The Jews form a 
small but influential part of the

population. The balance of the na- 
tive races are Mohammadans. At 
the present time there are a con- 
siderable number of French and 
others colonists, concessions having 
been granted to them to till the 
land. 

Algeria is governed by a gover- 
nor general who is assisted by a 
counsel appointed by the French 
government. Early history shows 
Algeria was known to the Romans 
as Numidia and flourished greatly 
under their rule, in 985 A. D. The 
Jews and Moors were driven from 
Spain by King Ferdinand and 
Queen Isabella in the late fifteenth

century and they revenged them- 
selves on the Spanish government 
by acts of piracy. Spain in 1510 
raised an expedition against Al- 
geria and subdued the country. 
However the Turks then joined in 
with the Moors and the piracies 
were so great that they terrorized 
European trade and never were en- 
tirely suppressed until the French 
invasion in 1830. 

History tells us that in 1815 a 
United States fleet under Admiral 
Decatur defeated the Algerian fleet 
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and made the Dey recognize the 
United States’ flag as inviolate. In 
1816 Lt. Exmouth of England 
bombarded the city of Algiers, 
freeing all Christian slaves. This 
quietude did not last long, and 
piracy continued. 

In 1830 France determined to put 
an end to piracy and sent a force 
of over 40,000 soldiers to subdue 
the country. From 1830 to 1864 
the French waged wars with the 
Moroccans, and about this time 
Napoleon the third visited the coun- 
try and conditions changed some- 
what, but actual hostilities did not 
cease until the Franco-German War 
when France gained real foothold 
in the country. The French rule 
became complete in 1919 when by a 
law which was enacted all natives 
serving in the Great War who were 
proprietors, or farmers, and could 
read and write, or who held a 
French decoration were ranked as 
citizens of the French Republic. 

The first actual stamp issue of 
this country was in 1924 when the 
name Algerie was printed on 
French postage stamps, and from 
this we can assume that no actual 
postal system was established prior 
to this time. In 1926 Algeria had 
their regular issue of stamps run- 
ning from the 1 centime up to the 
20 francs. The change of the market 
value of the franc caused many 


changes in the colors of these 
stamps and also the issuance of 
several provisionals. 
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In May, 1930, the International 
Philatelic Exposition of north 
Africa was held at Algiers, and 
special 10 frac stamps were issued 
in commemoration thereof. This 
stamp was only obtained by buying 
the admission fee of an additional 
10 francs, making the cost of this 
stamp 20 francs. At this same 
time the hundredth anniversary of 
the capture of Algeria was cele- 
brated postally by the issuance of a 
special set of some postal stamps 
ranging from 5 centimes to 20 
francs. The sale of these stamps, 
however, was not as great as antici- 
pated owing to the fact that so 
many commemoratives were being 
issued throughout the world, and 
the French government decided to 
put the actual date of the entrance 
of the French troops into Algeria, 
but when a howl was raised this 
was done away with. France in 
order to call attention to this issue 
of Algeria in late 1929 issued a 
commemorative 50 centime stamp 
which acted as an advertisement 
of the celebration, and could be 
utilized as ordinary postage. 

The postage stamps of Algeria, 
as a whole, are crude. The higher 
values, however, being of two col- 
ors, are naturally attractive. The 
stamps are not a work of art with 
the exception of the centenary is- 
sue, which owing to their large 
size and bright colors, are more or 
less attractive. The stamps show 
the various different cities and 
ports of Algeria. 

In conclusion I might state that 
it would be a wise investment for

Several weeks ago we made hon- 
orable mention of the fact that pre- 
cancel sales ran $1,000.00 a month. 
We are of the opinion, when you 
take precancel auctions into con- 
sideration, and perhaps the sales 
of the smaller dealers, that our 
figure should be raised to $1,500.00 
or even $2,000.00 a month. 

One of the greatest precancel 
covers we have ever seen was re- 
cently shown us by Mr. Weeks of 
Tacoma.

All are precancelled Seattle, Wash- 
ington, and they are all on one 
cover!

R. E. Dobson has sent in for our 
inspection a 1%c precancel from 
Colorado Springs, Colo., showing 
the lower bar bent into a half 
circle. Such items are rare and 
tend to make “show pieces” for 
any collection. 

Joe Garsick has submitted a 7c 
Trenton, N. J., in violet ink, and a 
20c from New Haven, Conn., in 
blue ink. Colored inks are seldom 
used, and always desirable. Some 
years ago Bangor, Me., used a 
bright red ink on their precancels, 
and today they are plenty rare. 
Don’t pass up any colored inks! 

In 1914 Waverly, Ia., precanelled 
some stamps using fancy capitals 
between thick lines 12mm apart. 
This last Christmas they used the 
same font of type, only a tiny bar 
in place of their former thick lines. 
Each issue may be termed, “home 
made job”, and they are plenty 
searce.

GARDEN SPOT STAMP EXCHANGE

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SOR fifteen years I had wanted to go 
P|} abroad and hunt for stamps. Had an 
idea in the back of my head that might 
Beii work out, but never got the chance to 
ee w4| try it. When I got into the Big War it 
<< =} looked as if the chance had come. I 
dreamed a lot about the old French chateaux that 
the enemy were so busy destroying, and felt that 
a soldier quartered in some of the old places could 
make some finds. The Germans are such universal 
stamp collectors, I’ll bet they got plenty of both 
collections and old letters with good stamps on. 

But I never got across. Instead of that, bunch 
after bunch marched away to the embarkation 
camps after I had made soldiers of them by constant 
drilling of one kind or another, leaving me to grit 
my teeth and take over a new draft to put through 
their paces. 

But this summer I had a big piece of luck. My 
boss does a lot of business in England and has been 
over there several times in the last few years. One 
day this July he finished his dictation and as I was 
starting for my typewriter he suddenly said, “Wait 
a minute, Fred. I have got to run over to England 
again. Think I’ll go on Saturday. Expect to make 
some new contracts over there, and I’d like to have 
you along. Want to go?” 

You bet I did! There was nothing to tie me down, 
and on Saturday we sailed. The trip was uneventful, 
but I was certainly thrilled to see English soil and 
had a wonderful time for the next three weeks, see- 
ing London and some other places. I was saving 
money, of course, so blew myself to some nice 
blocks of high values to remember the trip by, and 
had a great time generally. 


Then we went to Liverpool and struck a snag. 
The man my chief had to see was down with a bad 
cold and would not be able to do business for about 
a week. As that was our last stopping place there 
seemed nothing to do but wait for him to get well, 
seeing the sights in the meantime. 

The third day my old idea bobbed up. We were 
very close to Ireland. The Irish had always flocked 
to America in great numbers, and I had read many 
tales of the great excitement their letters home 
kicked up in the native villages, and how the money 
they sent back to old fathers and mothers was shown 
and passed around, while the letters were read over 
and over again to all friends. 

Well, I had thought for a long time that if a 
fellow went over there and hunted hard enough he 
might find some treasured old letters from “Ameri- 
ky” dating back to the real early days of postage 
stamps. Might dig up some 1847’s, 5’s and 12’s of 
1851 and ’57, and—well, most anything. 

And now here I was, right across a channel from 
Ireland, without a thing to do but kill time. Visions 
of good finds galloped through my head. I rubbed 
my nose and scratched my ear, and then I went to 
the boss. “Can I take a couple of days off?” I 
asked. “I’d like to run over to Ireland and spend 
about 24 hours there.” 

“Here, here!” protested the chief. “You had better 
stay right where you are. Let you go over there 
and get to looking at the colleens and I may lose 
a good secretary.” 

“T’m not going to look for girls; I want to look 
for old stamps,” I replied. He groaned in mock 
sorrow over what he called my fatal weakness, so 
I went ahead and told him of the idea I had had 
for so long. He got interested and admitted there 
might be something to it. Then he said he had

just heard from his man, who would not be able 
to talk business until Friday morning, so to go 
ahead if I would be sure to be back by then. 

I lit out for Dublin. There, the next morning, I 
hired a car and driver and simply told him to head 
west. Where to? Just keep going and passing 
through villages; I would tell him where to stop 
when we got there. He looked as if he thought one 
of us was crazy, but away we went. We started 
out early and about noon we hit the village of 
Ballyleakin. 

It was exactly the place in my mind’s eye. Prac- 
tically one street with thatched cottages down the 
sides of it, a little market place, a well, and a few 
more scattered cottages. I had the driver stop just 
outside, and we sat in the car and ate a lunch I had 
brought, with a steadily growing number of curious 
children and pigs watching us, and then I set off on 
my quest. 

I drifted past several unlikely cottages, where the 
people came to the doors to stare after me, and then 
ran across just the old woman I wanted, sitting in 
her doorway and peacefully smoking a pipe. The old 
lady proved to be quite deaf, and before I got through 
my embarrassed statement several of the neighbors 
had crowded around to hear and help. 

“Stamps is it ye want?” she said finally. “Do ye 
take me for the Post Offis? Pathrick, show the 
gintleman where maybe he can git some sthamps.” 

I finally got the idea across, and then had to give 
a long explanation of why old used stamps were of 
any value. Then I had to listen to a tale of her 
grandson in Ameriky, but it finally developed that 
she had no old letters, though it might be that “Ould 
Kitty Mahorner” might have some, so the crowd 
moved on in a body to Kitty’s place. 

There was another perspiring explanation of my 
desire for old letters and stamps, and more stories 
of lads who had gone to Ameriky, and then a move 
to another place, and another and another, all with- 
out results, and I was getting ready to give up and 
start back for Dublin when one of the sympathetic 
crowd gave a whoop. 

“If anyone has what ye want it’ll be Granny 
Murrphy. For sivinty odd years now she has been 
tellin’ and tellin’ us the tale of her son goin’ to 
Ameriky, and I’m thinkin’ she still has the first 
letter he sent back with money into it. Many the 
time I have seen it and heard the tale.” So off we 
went to see Granny Murphy. 

She was as old and wrinkled as a woman could 
be, and when my volunteer assistants at last made 
her understand what I wanted, and asked if she still 
had the old letter she spoke up shrilly. : 

“Shure and I have the letter! With all the readin’ 
and passin’ around it was gettin’ wore out, so I put 
it away in my bit box to be buried with me. I was 
afther lookin’ at it only last Sunday. It was sent me 
by my boy, the saints rest him, from a little town 
called Balthimore away back in 1845, and in it was 
the first money he ever made afther he got to 
Ameriky, but there is no sthamp on it at all, at all. 
It has nothin’ but a strip of a label with writin’ on 
it, like what we put on jelly glasses to show is it 
blackberry or what.” 

So I left the village wild with excitement over the 
sum of money I paid the old lady for that letter, 
and I got back to Liverpool early Friday morning 
with a fine copy of the 10c Baltimore Local. Get 
out your catalog and look at the cut of it and you'll 
see that it does look a good deal like a label from one 
of Ma’s jelly glasses, but—feed me on that kind 
Jelly every day, and see if I care! 
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U. 8. COUNTERFEITS 


Have you ever seen a counter- 
feit of a U. S. Postage stamp. We 
do not mean some of Fournier’s 
facsimilies or such material but 
actual counterfeits put out in the 
U. S. for the purpose of defraud- 
ing the Government. 

If memory serves us right there 
have been but two instances of 
actual counterfeiting of U. S. post- 
age stamps. Both attempts have 
been with 2c stamps. The first, 
we believe, was of the 1894 issue 
with triangles. This counterfeit 
we believe originated in Chicago. 
The other counterfeit originated in 
New York and was of the 2c stamp 
copied from the 2c offset print. 

Mr. C. H. Williams of Green Bay, 
Wis., has very kindly submitted a 
copy of this latter item for our 
examination. This stamp, says Mr.

Williams, was received 7 years ago 
but was just discovered recently. 
The stamp is on a cover bearing 
a corner imprint of “Silver Mail- 
ing Company, 182 S. 9th St., Brook- 
lyn, N. Y.” The cover is addressed 
to “Fort Howard Stamp Co., Box 
380, Green Bay, Wis.” It is can- 
celled at Brooklyn, N. Y., June 16, 
1924. The counterfeit is a crude 
attempt to counterfeit what was a 
crude stamp. At a glance it would 
pass unnoticed. The color is good, 
the paper is a poor imitation, the 
perforation is incorrect yet as a 
duplicate of the 2c offset print it 
would pass most eyes unnoticed. 
We believe this counterfeit was 
discovered and P. O. authorities 
first notified of its existence by a 
leading New York stamp dealer. 


PRECANCELS CAN BE USED 
ON FIRST CLASS MAIL 


Washington, March 4, 1931 

Some postmasters have ap- 
parently overlooked the fact that 
precanceled postage stamps may 
be used on first-class matter when 
special permit has been obtained 
for such purpose. 

Under the conditions governing 
the use of precanceled stamps on 
first-class matter the mailer places 
on each piece of such matter the 
date of mailing in connection with 
lines similar to those used in a 
cancellation postmark, such lines 
to pass over the precanceled stamp 
and thus further deface it. Post- 
masters should so inform patrons 
interested in mailing first-class 
matter with precanceled stamps 


affixed.

CANCELLATION ERRORS 





Errors in cancellations are quite 
frequent. A close watch of your 
daily mail will frequently show an 
error in the cancellation mark and 
if you are interested in such things 
you can build up a collection at 
little cost. 

Mr. W. M. Johnson of Webster 
Groves, Mo., sends a current post- 
al card in a letter dated March 4th. 
The postal card bears cancellation 
date of April 2. This error doubt- 
less caused by placing the APR. 
instead of the MAR logotype in 
the canceller. Whether later cor- 
rected or not, we have not heard. 
This cancellation comes from St. 
Louis, Mo., and the number “22” 
appears in the oval shaped bars 
and circle at right. 

Another cancellation that has 
been in the possession of the editor 
of the News for several years is 
probably about as far ahead of the 
time as anything known. This 
happens to be a 3c Victory on cov- 
er cancelled at Hempstead, N. Y., 
and instead of 1919 the figures are 
inverted making it 6161 which is 
over 4,200 years in the future.
